placed in effect a set of rule* and regulations for 
the police departm ent. 
In this he had the eoopera- 
t.on of Mayor George H arroff and Police Chiel Ralph 
Stoffer and. quite likely, suggestions from the police 
themselv es found their way into the list. 
The act m arks u forward step in police d epart­ 
m ent operation and will m eet generally with the a p­ 
proval of citizens. 
The safety 
hlef assigns b eats, detailing almost 
every function, ol a general nature, for the patrol­ 
m an on that b eat, and announces tha t he will ex­ 
pect the b eat to b e covered as assigned. 
The good 
policeman of wh.ch 
Sa em has had m any, and still 
h us, will not ob ject to the b eat details, or the regula­ 
tions 
T hat’s all a part of the job and he realizes 
tha t when he operate.; according to regulations, he 
alway s has the departm ent, the adm inistrât on, and. 
as well, the city b ack of him in any eventuality. 
The general theme of serv ice appears to be para­ 
mount throughout the regulations. 
They stress the 
fa ct that patrolmen, like public officers, are serv ants 
of the people 
They emphasize that the protection 
of life and property is a primary duty . 
They point 
out, too, that these things can be done courteously . 
This is in accord with the new order of tilings gen­ 
erally .
